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From  the  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg 

The  new  Jewish  State  has  not  only 
been  born  and  successfully  withstood 
its  first  ordeal  by  fire,  it  has  been  well 
and  wisely  named. 

The  name  “Israel'’  is  no  upstart,  no 
spur-of-the-moment  invention,  but  of 
great  antiquity  and  authenticity. 

It  resounds  with  heroic  and  revered 
overtones,  summoning  up  the  majesty 
of  Biblical  events,  honored  and  cherished 
everywhere  in  the  western  world. 

It  is  a  natural  name,  since  Eretz  Israel, 
the  Land  of  Israel,  stands  for  Palestine 
as  a  geographical  entity.  What  can  be 
more  logical  than  that  the  name  of  the 
state  coincide  with  that  of  the  territory 
in  which  it  is  situated? 

But  the  greatest  merit  of  Israel  as  the 
name  for  the  Jewish  Republic  is  that  it 
helps  to  clarify  and  render  unmistakable 
the  relation  between  Jewish  Palestine 
and  Jews  inside  and  outside  it. 

Any  citizen  of  the  State  of  Israel,  whe¬ 
ther  Jew,  Arab  or  Christian,  is  an 
Israeli.  No  one  except  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  Israel  is  an  Israeli.  Which  means 
that  those  American  Jews  who  have  been 
scared  by  Zionism  can  begin  to  relax  on 
one  score  at  least.  They  may,  to  their 
regret,  continue  to  be  called  Jews.  The 
anti-Semite  may  think  of  other  less 
pleasant  epithets  to  apply  to  them.  But 
they  cannot  be  called  Israelis.  This  much 
they  will  be  spared — being  confounded 
in  the  Gentile  mind  with  anything  hap¬ 
pening  in  Palestine. 


Miss  Jo  Levy  to  Be 

Editor  of  Bulletin 

The  appointment  of  Miss  Jo  Levy 
to  be  Editor  of  The  Bulletin  for 
1948-1949,  is  announced  by  the  Pub¬ 
lications  and  Publicity  Committee  of 
the  Synagogue. 

Miss  Levy  has  been  associated  with 
The  Bulletin  since  its  re-establish¬ 
ment  as  the  official  publication  of  the 
Synagogue  two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Harold  E.  Warshaw,  who  has 
been  on  the  staff  for  approximately 
the  same  length  of  time,  and  who  has 
been  one  of  the  editors  for  much  of 
the  past  year,  will  serve  as  Associate 
Editor. 


But  then,  it  would  never  occur  to  any¬ 
one  to  identify  such  Jews — the  American 
Council  for  Judaism  variety — with  the 
Jews  of  Eretz  Israel.  After  all,  are  not 
cowardice  and  courage  opposite  poles? 
In  Palestine  there  is  being  given  a  dem¬ 
onstration  of  steadfastness  and  fortitude 
such  as  merits  being  set  alongside  of 
Thermopylae  and  the  Maccabees,  of  Val¬ 
ley  Forge  and  the  Battle  of  Britain.  And 
by  the  American  Council  for  Judaism 
such  a  spectacle  of  craven  fear,  of  un¬ 
manliness  as  would  turn  the  strongest 
stomach.  Virtually  every  other  day  some 
spokesman  for  the  Council  issues  a 
statement  crying  out  the  integrity  of  the 
Americanism  of  American  Jews  (Zionists 
excepted,  of  course)  and  pleading  with 
Christians,  please,  please,  not  to  con¬ 
fuse  such  “white’’  Jews  as  themselves 
with  those  monstrous  nationalists  or, 
even  worse,  with  those  terrible  Jews  in 
Palestine  who  want  to  be  free  and  those 
wretches  in  D.P.  eainps  who  share  that 
base  desire.  The  American  Council  for 
Judaism  has  been  at  times  disturbing, 
dangerous,  destructive.  Now  it  is  just 
contemptible. 

But  if  some  few  American  Jews  are 
playing  the  coward,  most  of  them  are 
displaying  a  courage  that  lifts  the  spirit. 
They  have  rallied  to  the  clarion  call  of 
Zion  with  wondrous  spontaneity.  It  is 
good  to  observe  the  firmness  in  behalf 
of  Israel  of  non-Zionists  like  Herberl 
Lehman,  Joseph  Proskauer,  Henry  Mor- 
genthau  Jr.,  Edward  M.  M.  Warburg. 
One’s  heart  breaks,  and  yet  is  exalted, 
by  the  bravery  of  those  parents  in  the

We  look  forward  to  the  coming  year 
with  the  hope  that  The  Bulletin  will 
again  be  able  to  serve  the  Congregation 
as  it  has  in  the  past.  We  ask  of  the  Con¬ 
gregation,  at  the  same  time,  a  service 
to  The  Bulletin,  the  submission  of 
complete  information,  in  writing,  to  the 
Editors  and  Staff.  And  as  always,  an  in¬ 
vitation  is  exteneded  to  all  within  the 
Congregation  to  join  the  staff  of  The 
Bulletin,  and  further  help  it  fulfill  its 
purpose  in  the  future.

When  the  tale  of  Jewish  fortitude  in 
this  juncture  is  told,  let  not  tribute  be 
withheld  from  those  in  the  Zionist  Emer¬ 
gency  Council  and  the  Zionist  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  America  who  displayed  surpass¬ 
ing  moral  courage,  such  men  as  Abba 
Hillel  Silver  and  Emanuel  Neumann.  In 
the  face  of  seemingly  insuperable  ob¬ 
stacles,  they  persevered.  When  all  the 
world,  the  United  States  State  Depart¬ 
ment  included,  appeared  to  have  arrayed 
itself  against  them,  they  stood  firm  in 
defense  of  justice. 

As  a  non-partisan  Zionist,  free  from 
all  political  entanglements,  I  hail,  I 
bespeak  gratitude,  to  these  men  who  had 
the  moral  stamina  to  see  us  through  the 
crisis. 

They  have  fulfilled  the  saying  of  Hil- 
lel:  “In  a  place  where  men  are  lacking, 
stand  thou  up  and  be  a  man.”

In  addition  to  the  above  officers,  a 
Board  of  Directors  consisting  of  twelve 
members  was  elected.  Elected  for  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  three  years  were  Herman  Bas- 
kind,  Abraham  Cohen,  Milton  Grass  and 
Joseph  Katz;  while  Jacob  Boorstein,  Dr. 
Ira  Fink,  Henry  Koch  and  Archie  Thur¬ 
man  were  elected  for  a  period  of  two 
years;  and  for  a  year  term  Louis  I. 
Heller,  Henry  Howe,  Dr.  J.  J.  Marquith 
and  Dr.  Arthur  Morse.  Hereafter  all 
terms  will  be  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

Following  the  elections  a  symposium 
oil  the  topic  “Is  Wallace  The  Answer?” 
look  place.  Speaking  for  the  affirmative 
was  the  Hon.  0.  John  Rogge,  prominent 
attorney,  former  Assistant  United  States 
Attorney  General  in  charge  of  prosecut¬ 
ing  the  Seditions  Cases,  and  at  present 
Chairman  of  the  New  York  State  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Wallace.  Opposing  him  was 
Mr.  Gus  Tyler,  Political  Director  of  the 
I.L.G.W.U.  and  the  Americans  for 
Democratic  Action.  This  timely  topic  was 
discussed  very  admirably  by  both  speak¬ 
ers  and  a  stimulating  question  and  an¬ 
swer  period  followed.  Only  the  lateness 
of  the  evening  brought  this  interesting 
program  to  an  end.  Refreshments  were 
served  after  the  symposium. 

It  is  still  not  too  late  for  male  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Synagogue  who  have  not  as 
yet  joined  to  do  so.  Every  man  is  urged 
to  become  a  member.  If  the  first  two 
meetings  are  an  indication  of  things  to 
come,  then  the  programs  of  the  Men’s 
Club  should  be  among  the  best  offered 
by  any  organization  in  the  Synagogue.

All 
requests,  in  writing,  must  be  made  at 
least  two  weeks  before  the  intended  use 
of  the  Synagogue  property,  and  written 
permission  must  be  exhibited  to  the  of¬ 
ficer  in  charge  on  the  day  of  the  intended 
use  of  the  premise. 

These  rules  have  been  laid  down  for 
your  protection  and  for  the  safeguarding 
of  Synagogue  property.  Your  coopera¬ 
tion  is  immediately  and  urgently  re¬ 
quested.
